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TU E PUT SOX PROBLEM. 
There will be a determined effort on 
the part of a few members of the pres­ 
ent legislatuie to repeal the law peimit- 
ting the contracting of prison labor. 
It 
is the work of demagogues, and not of 
practical business men. The Gazette has 
been requested to reproduce the follow­ 
ing in regard to i rison matters in the 
state of New York: 
“Toe blares for the jear at Auburn 
prison go far to yiove that the state ac­ 
count system o n be made a financial 
succtss. 
The institution not only sus­ 
tained itself in 1888, bot according to the 
wardtn’s baltnce-sheet, i ('cumulated a 
surplus of nearly $75,C00. This showing 
may be neutralizei by the result for the 
year st Sing S a g and Clinton, but as it 
stands it is well calculated to encourage 
the friends cf the state account system. 
And certainly they needed encourage­ 
ment, for it is not a system that has com­ 
mended itself to experienced prison of­ 
ficials. 
Writing of it in a report which 
he subm itted to tho legislature in 1885* 
the 
thin superintendent 
of prisons, 
Bal er, ccid: ’If the state can do business 
with economy, efficiency and honesty, 
perhaps 
it 
can 
reimburse 
itself 
for these advances 
(for 
the neces­ 
sary machinery and materials) in full, 
guch a result, however, is one that the 
state has never realized before in state 
account work.’ 
Warden Brash, of Sing 
Sing, at a conference of prison superin­ 
tendents held in Chic jgo a few years ago 
in the coarse of an argument against the 
state account system, called attention to 
the fact that, while managing her pnsonB 
under it, New York had run behind over 
a million dollars. 
Testimony to the 
same effect might be multiplied. 
It is 
but just to Superintendent Baker to add 
that in his report for 1885 he expressed 
the opinion that the state account system 
oonld be made self sustaining after the 
plant aud equipment had been famished. 
Those who are all clamoring for a 
change in the manner of working the 
convicts at WanpnD, are not wise. 
The 
prejudice against the contract system 
comes from the labor organizations, and 
Ss founded on the claim that the prodacts 
of the prison come directly in competi­ 
tion with those of free labor. 
But what 
better would it be to adopt the state ac­ 
count systt rn? Wisconsin once tried that 
plan and it was a failure financially and 
a total failuie so far as the products of 
the prison not coming in direct compe­ 
tition with free labor. 
The readers will 
understand the state coconut plan to be 
that 
wherein 
the 
btate 
furnishes 
the plant for 
working the prisoners 
and the 
material for them to man- 
ufature into various artteles and then sells 
the articles either in the open market or 
by public auction. 
The articles made 
under the publio account plan would be 
sold in all probility in the state, at low 
figures, so that they would come more 
directly in competition with the products 
of free labor than the products under the 
present contract system. 
But more than this. Free labor wonld 
not only notbe benefited by the abolish­ 
ment of the contract system, but the cost 
of the change would be enorm ous The 
state would have ta buy new machinery, 
large quantities of material, and employ 
a larger force to instruct and oversee the 
men, and at the same time suffer all 
losses arising from defective manufac­ 
tured articles—which are numerous in 
all prison work. Then the goods would 
have to be put on the m arktt and sold at 
low figmes, so that the state would be 
out of pocket, and h te labor st the seme 
time unprotected. 
These arc some facts for the legisla­ 
ture and t Le general leader to take into 
consideration.

W a s h in g to n , Jan. 9.—In the Senate, on 1 
motion of Mr. Sherman, it was ordered that ! 
Mr. Gray’s amendment to the Panama res­ 
olution and the action of the Senate thereon 
at yesterday’s session be printed in the 
Record. 
Mr. Sawyer, from the postoffice 
committee, reported the bill providing that 
the omission to pay the lawful postage on a 
special-delivery letter shall not prevent or 
delay its transmission and delivery, but 
that the lawful postage shall be collected 
on its delivery. 
Passed. 
Mr. Sherman introduced a bill to make 
and alter regulations as to time, place and 
mannor of holding elections for Representa­ 
tives of Congress, which was referred to 
the committee on privileges and elections. 
He said that tho bill had been prepared by 
a gentleman who was familiar with the 
subject but did not care to have his name 
published. 
Tho bill was unpartisan in its 
character and was calculated to ensure ab­ 
solutely fair elections in every part of the 
United States. 
It was confined to elections 
of members of Congress. 
Mr. Hoar offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, calling on tho Secretary of tho 
Treasury for tho report of Special Treas­ 
ury Byrne, made in November, 1887, in 
regard to the evasion of sugar duties in 
New York. 
The Senate then resumed consideration

bers to naught if attem pted. 
The declared 
purpose of the order was to protect society 
from petty crimes aud misdemeanors for 
which, it was alleged, the tedious and ex ­ 
pensive process of the law afforded no 
adequate relief. 
It was manifest th a t the 
organization m ust lie broken up a t once. 
The following agreem ent, has been signed 
by members of the order as a settlem ent of 
. tho whole m atter, v iz .: 
“ ‘AVe, tho undersigned members of tho 
organization known as W hite Caps, do 
hereby agree and bind ourselves to procure 
tho im m ediate disbanding of said organiza­ 
tion; and wo do further promise am i agree 
th a t there shall be no more raids, w hip­ 
pings, tlireatenings, intim idations, te rro r­ 
izing, or other violation of law of any kind 
whatsoever by said organization or tho 
members thereof, acting either together or 
separately; and wo further agree th a t if 
this stipulation on our p art l*e violated by 
any members of said organization, who 
m ay refuse to lie controlled by us, we will, 
in such event, do all in our power to give 
inform ation and to ai*! the officers of tho 
law in bringing them to justice. 
To all 
wh«», in good faith, sign and keep the above 
agreem ent tho Stat** hereby promises im ­ 
m unity from further proceedings against 
them. ’ 
In pursuance of this agreem ent the 
organization has been perm anently d is­ 
banded, 
and the S tate has been put in 
possession of all the evidence necessary to 
securo convictions should there Ini any 
necessity to resort to the courts. 
Tho men 
who have signed this agreem ent are suffi­ 
ciently responsible In character, and finan­ 
cially, to mako th eir guaranty th a t its 
term s will In* observed satisfactory.” 
Tho G overnor said that the recent alleged 
W hite Cap outrages in Ohio were thedoings 
of practical jokers or evil-minded persans 
hiding their individuality behind the as­ 
sumed nam e of AA’hite Caps. 
He recom ­ 
mends th a t the law bo so changed th at 
W hite Caps and such m alefactors m ay l*e 
indicted in any county in the State.

Yes, or a runaway train with a 
baby, as you will, I leave that point 
tp be settled by the readers of this 
true narrative of an occurrence of 
several years ago, when the writer, 
then a young man of twenty, held the 
position of telegraph operator and 
ticket agent in the town of Bruns­ 
wick, upon the Maine Central rail­ 
road. 
There were two of us, the station- 
master and myself, who divided the 
hours of the long day the office was 
obliged to be open, for this is an im­ 
portant point on tho road, and, dur­ 
ing the hours upon which trains were 
upon our division, tho instruments 
were never left without an attendant. 
My “ trick,” or hours on duty, was 
from one o’clock in the afternoon un­ 
til one at night, and as I relieved tho 
station-master immediately after the 
principal trains of the day had passed, 
I was a witness to the events which 
preceded tho adventure which I am 
about to relate. 
* 
One summer day in the year 1880, a 
certain Bath sea captain, who had just 
brought his ship into New York, tele­ 
graphed his wife at Bath, Mo., to come 
at once to the metropolis and join him 
prepared for a long sea voyage. In ac- 
^ cordance with this request, a day or twro 
I following the receipt of tho telegram 
*»aw the captain’s wife embarked upon 
th a cars en route to join her husband 
ana with her an infant of about two 
At Brunswick the through car 
<^rn Bath to Boston is shunted and at­ 
tached to the rear of the train from 
Bangor. 
Seizing 
tho 
opportunity 
offered by the short delay at our sta­ 
tion, tho mother, leaving her babe 
asleep upon one of the seats of the car, 
went to the restaurant in the station 
to have the baby’s bottle refilled with 
milk. 
\\ hile she wa9 thus engaged, 
tho train, which was already late, and 
was only waiting for the through Bath 
car to get into position, pulled quietly 
out of the station. 
When the mother 
emerged from tho dining-room tho 
train was fast disappearing dow’n the 
straight stretch of track which extends 
westward from the station. 
Mothers who read this can best un 
derstund the consternation and alarm 
of this anxious mother. Hurriedly she 
explained the situation to the group of 
railroad men and loungers who gath­ 
ered round. 
Baby and purse contain­ 
ing ticket and money, save a little 
change, were on board the fast disap­ 
pearing train. 
“ Can nothing be done, gentlemen?” 
she eagerly inquired, turning to one 
and another of the sympathizing by­ 
standers, as if seeking tho one who 
could best aid her, but they were silent. 
Old 
“number twenty-three” was 
standing 
sidetracked 
at the 
sta­ 
tion, waiting tho passage of the train 
just gone before proceeding “up river,” 
a term applied to all stations up tho 
Kennebec. 
It remained for the engi­ 
neer of number twenty-three to reply, 
and suggest a way out of tho difficulty. 
“I here is one way, madam, come 
with me,” he said. 
Then he turned 
and grasped me by the shoulder. 
“ Bring her along, Bob,” said he to 
me, “ and holp her aboard number 
twenty-three. 
We’ll catch that train 
if steam ll do it.” 
He started on a 
run for his engine, without waiting 
for his fireman, who was absent for the 
moment. 
Ile hastily threw a few 
shovelfuls of coal into the fire-box, 
while I assisted the captain’s wife to 
mount, then with hand on throttle, 
and lever thrown back to tho last 
notch, with body leaning far out the 
cab w indow ho shouted some hurried 
instructions to the switchman. 
“ Give us the main line there. Tom, 
and hoist tho balls, and don’t let any 
train pass west till you see us back. ” 
Then with a rush of steam from 
cylinders, and a merry exhaust from 
the stock, old “twenty-three” slid 
rattling over tho switches upon the 
main lino, and began the chase. 
I rom Brunswick station westward 
for five miles to the. small flag station 
of Oak Hill, a continuous liso in the 
track forms what is called by railroad 
men the “Oak Hill Grade.” An empty 
engine, chasing a heavy train up this 
grade naturally has an immense ad- 
v antage, and although the train had 
five minutes the start, we counted upon 
overtaking it before it reached the first 
station from Brunswick, Freeport, nine 
miles away. 
At the engineer’s direction I now as­ 
sisted the lady to tho fireman’s seat, 
and mounted the tender—we were run­ 
ning backward with tender ahead—to 
watch for the first glimpse of our 
chase. 
Looking back toward the sta­ 
tion I could see the two red balls at the 
mast-head, which prevented all trains 
from folio win £r us. and sh on toil tho f*u*t 
to the engineer. 
A ncd was the reply, 
he had already seen them. 
We flew over the rails. 
The roll 
and jar of the engine were so great 
that an upright position 
could be 
maintained only by firmly planting 
one’s feet among the coal, and the exe­ 
cution of balancing feats that would 
do credit to a Blondin at Niagara. 
Finally, a3 we turned a curve, I caught 
sight of the runaway making the best 
of its time toward Portland. 
Now came the more exciting part 
of the chase. 
I was surprised that our 
engineer did not sound his whistle, to 
attract attention of the trainmen to 
the chase and cause them to stop, but 
refrained from making any sugges­ 
tions, reasoning that he must know his 
business best. 
Looking into the cab I noted tho 
startled face of the lady, yet wearing 
an expression of pleased excitement as 
the wild engine approached the train 


which held her 
darling, and 
the 
engineer with body half out of the cab 
| window while his hand still retained 
| its grasp upon the throttle, giving now 
• and then a slight pull thereat, urging 
still faster his flying steed. 
On and on we rushed, until in hard­ 
ly more time than it takes to tell it we 
were close behind the train, and the 
engineer now standing in the cab, 
bidding me keep a sharp lookout 
ahead, slowed the pace of his engine 
to correspond with that of the train, 
and with marvelous skill brought 
train and engine close yet closer to­ 
gether until gently, so gently as to 
cause no shock whatever, our tender 
rubbed against the platform of the last 
car of the train. 
Then, alarmed at the sudden appear­ 
ance of the engine, out upon the plat­ 
form came conductor and brakeman 
of the train, into whose outstretched 
arms it was my proud privilege to 
consign the mother—whom I had first 
assisted to climb over the coal in the 
tender—still grasping firmly in one 
hand the baby’s bottle of milk, wrhich 
had been the innocent cause of so much 
anxiety and effort. 
So the train with mother and babe 
reunited, moved away from us. 
The 
engineer stopped the locomotive and 
reversed, and then we watched tho 
train until it disappeared in tho dis­ 
tance.

when cooler.” 
I remember now how deeply anxious 
was the engineer for fear the company 
would drop him from tho rolls on ac­ 
count of his breaking tho rule which 
allows no train to leave the “yard 
limit without orders. 
The fear was 
not well founded, however, as he is 
running upon the Maine Central to­ 
day— Holman D. Waldron, in Youth's 
Companion.

Henry L. Devereux, the veteran editor 
of the Burlington, Racine county, Free 
Press, died yesterday from a stroke of 
apoplexy. He was 81 years of age, and

His neighbors found

urday, and

condition to the last. He was a native of 
Massachusetts, and came to Wisconsin 
in 1857. 
He published a paper then 
known as tbe Beloit Journal and subse­ 
quently the Delavan Northron. In 1804 
he purchased the Burlington Standard 
and published it for twenty years. For 
several years before removing to Bur­ 
lington he was a resident of this city 
and was aasoriated in paitnership with 
Garrett Veeder.

A suit at law has Leon tiled in Wash­ 
ington 
against 
J. 
C. Black, Commis­ 
sioner of Pensions, 
for 
$100,(HH) dam­ 
ages. 
The suit is brought l>y Capt. Oscar 
Dunlap through his attorney, Gen. J. G. 
Bigelow. 
The plaintiff charges in his bill 
that on account of personal malice the de­ 
fendant “sported’’ away his vested rights 
as a wounded veteran under the pension 
laws of this country. 
This is the first suit 
for 
damages 
ever 
filed 
against 
a 
Commissioner 
of 
Pensions. 
Tho 
griev­ 
ances 
of 
the 
plaintiff 
as 
related 
in tho 
bill 
are to 
the 
effect 
that 
he is entitled to a pension of $72 per month 
from the date of his discharge, his injuries 
being the loss of hts right hand and foot 
and a fracture of the skull, the latter caus­ 
ing a loss of mind and memory, and that 
notwithstanding tho law fixes this amount 
to be paid for injuries such as his, tho de­ 
fendant has refused and still refuses to al­ 
low him his legal rights in this respect, and 
pays him a much smaller amount than $72 
per month. 
He claims that there is $5, OOO 
due him on this account. 
By act of Congress the pension for loss 
of a band ami a foot, or both hands or 
feet, was raised to $72 in 1880, and arrears 
were allowed for tho rate on condition that 
the claim was filed prior to July, 
1660. 
Dunlap claims in his suit that his claim was 
filed prior to this date. 
He also states that 
at this time his mind had become impaired 
from his terrible heal injury, and that the 
defendant in refusing the claim gives no 
legal cause for doing so. 
Capt. Dunlap joined Company I, Second 
Illinois Volunteers, when he was only HJJ 
years old, and by the time he ha I served 
three years in the war was male Captain. 
Gen. Bigelow is a lawyer in Washington, 
and defended Sergt. 
Mason before the 
court-martial when he was trio I for shoot­ 
ing at Guiteau, the assassin. 
He says he 
has a good case, and if he can bring Gen. 
Black before a Washington jury he can get 
a verdict for $30,000 at least. 
Capt. Dun­ 
lap is a man of good family, and until 
lately he lived in the Danville District, 
where Gen. Black run for Congress ami 
was defeated. 
They are of opposite polit­ 
ical faiths, and Dunlap’s brother is the 
owner and editor of a Republican news­ 
paper in the district, and has always been 
hostile to Black.
